The water 


.should he ehaugedou.ee a month, taking care 
to nupply it of the- same warmth ; bits of 
charcoal added to it -will prevent the weter 
from souring. 
If the little leaver turn yel- 


low, add one drop of ammonia into the 
uteii.sii whieh hohls the water, and it will . 
rcuesv their luxuriance.
